The story of the crime, ag told to 
Mr. Forster, J.P., of Chipman, by the 
aged woman, who it is believed will 
survive her injuries, is that a man

CONTRACT ENDORS- 
ED BY ALLIANCE 


Some forty-seven resolutions were 
considered by the Alberta Teachers’ 


‘Alliance at the closing sessions of its 


general meeting Thursday afternoon 
and evening, and only ten of these 
were lost, while four were referred to 
the curriculum committee for atten- 
tion. 

It was urged in a number of these 
resolutions that no other form of con- 
tract but the official form of the al- 
Hance be accepted, and that members 
insist on obtaining the amended clause 
five in contracts with the school 
boards. 

Only by permission of the central 
executive muy any member of the 
A. T, A. accept a lowet salary than the 
minimum provided for in the revised 
schedule of the alliance. Salary cir- 
eles will be formed throughout the 
province, too, the members of which 
will bind themselves to not accept a 
position which a confrere has left be- 
cause lower than the minimum wage 
recommended had been obtainable. It 
was also resolved to request the gov- 
ernment to amend the school ordin- 
ance to make it an illegal act to ad- 
vertise for a teacher without stating 
the galary the school board is pre- 
pared to pay.

FEEDING THE 
BABY CHICKS 


The brooding and feeding of baby 
chickens, whether by hen or by arti- 
ficia] method, is the crucial part of 
raising poultry. : \ 

It is impossible to over-feed a grow- 
ing chicken, once the feather stage 
is reached. The more food they ¢an 
the better the 
growth, the earlfer maturity and egg 
yield, 

If the chickens are to be brooded 
by the natural method they should be 
allowed to remain in the setting nest 
with the hen until they are lively 
‘and seem inclined to get out them- 
selves, 

The hen should then be treated with 
a little blue (mercurial) ointment 
smeared on the feathers of the ab- 
domen and under the wings. It is 
‘advisable to use ointment at this 
stage; powder is lHkely to pet in the 
little chick's cyes. 

An A-shaped coop with removable 
bottom {gs to be recommended on ac- 
count of its simple and cheap con- 
struction. It should be placed with 
thd bottom in place and slightly rajs- 
ed from the ground in the early spring } 
months. 

When the weather becomes warmer 
and the ground is thawed out, they 
are better used without bottoms, but 
the coop must be moved tq fresh 
ground daily.

ASSESSMENT OF AL- 


BERTA TOWNS EX- 
CEEDS REAL VALUE 


——, 


Edmonton, March 30.—The value of 
the raw land in the province which 
can be assessed ig fixed at $706,358,- 
137, according to the calculation of the 
equalization board of the department 
of municipalities, appointed early last 
year, This equalization board, which 
was the outcome of legislation passed 
during the last session of the Alberta 
legislature, set to work last June to 
make a fair valuation of the land in 
all parts of the province. They did 
their work apparently with a great 
amount of care, and have produced one 
of the most interesting reports that 
has been presented to the province of 
Alberta, 

In the prelininary to the report, the 
board makes an estimate of the land 
in the province as follows: 

The area of the province is express: 
ed ag 255,288 square miles, or an 
acreage of 163,384,300. The surveyed 
portion, as shown at the end of the 
year 1919, comprises 85,147,816 acres 
of land. 

In its investigation the board found 
that there were included in the muni- 
cipal districts $27,601,221.98 acres of 
assessable land, and in the improve: 
ment districts 9,516,121.31 acres of 
assessable land, a total of 8$,207,343,29 
aeres, On which an assessed value has 
been placed as a basis for the levy of 
taxes. To be added to this area is 
that occupied by the cities, viz., 70,- 
$07.77 acres; by the towns 79.85 
and by the villages 03,870.44, and also 
Vy the hamlets, which in) municipal 
districts comprises 61,700.96, and in 
improvement districts 19,160.15 acres,
